SHOOTS WOMAN AND HIMSELF 


Conflicting Reports Regarding Strug­ 
gle of Telegraphers. 
New York, Sept. 20.—Conflicting re­ 
ports regarding the possibility of an 
early settlement of the telegraphers’ 
strike are current. 
From one unoffi­ 
cial Conroe it was given out that di­ 
rect 
negotiations had 
been opened 
with President Roosevelt seeking his 
lid to bring about 
arbitration. 
Ac­ 
cording to this authority, Percy Thom­ 
as, deputy 
vice president of the na­ 
tional union, and 
Daniel L. Russell, 
former president 
of the 
New York 
local, 
had a two-hour talk 
with the 
president at the letter’s home in Oys­ 
ter 
Bay on W ednesday 
last. 
This 
could not be confirmed, but Mr. Rus­ 
sell did say: 
“The most im portant action taken 
in connection 
with the 
strike was 
made on W ednesday and we are satis 
fled that it will bring 
a speedy and 
satisfactory settlem ent.” 
Mr. Russell, who is also chairman of 
the local strike committee, added that 
word had reached him that two mem 
hers of the union had gone to W ash­ 
ington 
to see Labor 
Commissioner 
Neill and to express 
to the commis 
stoner dissatisfaction with the conduct 
of the strike. 
If the report were true. 
Mr. Russell said, the 
men who had 
gone to W ashington were not autho 
rizrd to speak for 
tho strikers and 
that their action 
was unwarranted 
No dissension, lie said, existed in the 
New York union and resolutions set­ 
ting forth that the members were 
perfect accord would be adopted at 
meeting of the union.

North Dakota Man Attempts Murder 
and Commits Suicide. 
Larimore, N. D., Sept. 20.—Fresh 
from serving a ninety-day sentence at 
Grand Forks for blind pigging In Nel­ 
son county, George Walch shot and 
seriously wounded Mrs. Maud Moritz, 
following the act by shooting himself 
through the heart with a 38-caliber re­ 
volver. 
The woman is not expected 
to live. 
Walch came from Aitkin, Mina. Mrs. 
Moritz has 
two 
children, a girl of 
seven and a boy of four, but her hus­ 
band disappeared some time ago. She 
formerly lived in Burt rum, Minn. 
One of two letters found on W alch’s 
body Is an open communication to a 
Grand Forks paper, and in this Walch 
declares 
that

trayed and robbed him. 
He declares 
that she rifled his trunk while ho was 
In jail at Grand Forks, taking some 
valuable papers from it, besides other 
articles. 
The 
second 
letter 
is ad­ 
dressed to S tate’s Attorney Flemming 
of Grand 
Forks, 
and 
in It 
Walch 
breaks forth in a tirade of abuse, end­ 
ing with “may my ghost haunt you to 
the last day of your life." 
Walch and the woman have been 
together here at various times, and 
she made her home in this city.

Railroad Attorney Makes Surprising 
Request In Court. 
St. Paul, Sept. 19.—A big surprise 
was sprung just before the noon hour 
in Judge Lochren’s court, where the 
rate injunction hearing has been go­ 
ing on for twelve days, when Judge 
Thomas Wilson, general counsel for
